I in the cells of this bon e an d there 
: is in flammation the con d ition is 
called mastoid itis. 
The cells of the mastoid are 
close to the mechan ism of the in ­ 
tern al ear w'ith which we hear an d

to the outer coverin g of the brain 
an d to man y of the importan t 
n erves which supply the face with 
the power of motion an d .sen sation . 
Fin ally, they are close to a large 
blood vessel which pa.sses from the 
skull to become the d eep jugular 
vein . Obviously, an in fection in 
such a spot is a serious matter. 
The trouble begin s when the lit­ 
tle boy with the run n in g n ose an d 
sore throat blows his n ose vigor­ 
ously, at the same time keepin g 
both n ostrils shut. If he kn ows 
how to blow^ his n ose correctly, he 
ould always keep both n ostrils 
3pen . 
When 
he compresses the 
n ostrils an d blows hard , the air 
is forced from the throat an d back 
of the n ose in to the eustachian 
tube which passes from the back 


of the n ose to the ear. As the air 
passes through, germs are forced 
in to the eustachian tube. 
Soon the 
little 
boy 
hears a 
clin kin g soun d in his ear. Then 
there is a d ull feelin g, an d soon 
the ear begin s to ache. When the 
d octor calls, he fin d s that the ear­ 
d rum is very red an d that the boy 
can n ot hear. The d octor can ease 
the pain by applyin g a hot water 
bag an d by puttin g “d rops” in to 
the ear. 
If the eard rum
